The disputed contract came 
up in Washington in testimony 
yesterday before the Senate 
Committee investigating im- 
proper practices by labor and 
management, Sidney Korshak, 
an attorney for Englander, mat- 
tress manufacturer, said he and 
Gibbons worked out the. con- 
tract in 1955. Wage data from 
the company was read into the 
record. It showed wage , aif- 
ferences as high as 30 cents 
an hour in the same job classi- 
fications between the Gibbons 
contract and that negotiated 
with Englander by West Coast 
Teamster officials. 

Different Interpretations. 

Gibbons told the Post-Dis- 
patch there was bound to be a 
difference in benefits, because 
“our contract contained pen- 
sion provisions set up for a 
5-cent rate per worker while | 
the West Coast contract called 
for 10 cents per worker.” 

“It's a matter of interpreta- 
tion of the contracts,” the labor 
leader said. “I deny the work- 
ers in the same classification 
on the West Coast got more 
benefits than Englander em- 
ploves in St. Louis.” 

He pointed out that there is 
a large wage differential be- 
twetn workers in the same clas- 
sification in St. Louis and those 
in Jackson, Miss.: for example, 
St. Louis rates being higher. 
He said some classifications of 
automobile workers in Detroit 
have higher rates than the 
workers doing the same job 
at the Chevrolet assembly plant 
here. 

“You will find differentials 
in the same jobs all over the 
country,” he added. 

Gibboas said Senate commit- 
tee investigators here have sub- 
penaed his personal financial 
records. those of the Labor 
Health Institute and also those 


of Teamsters’ Local 447, a 
carnival and circus workers 
local. which is under trus- 
teeship 


“The investigators are wel- 
come to anvthing we have,” he 
said. As far as my personal 
financial papers are concerned, 


the Internal Revenue Service 
calls for them every year 
anyway.” 


Shop stewards of Local 688, 
of which Gibbons is secretary- 
treasurer, and those of Local 
610 have voted to provide funds 
for Gibbons or any other St. 
Louis Teamster leaders for 
their defense before the Senate 
committee. 

A resolution passed by the 
stewards expressed confidence 
in Gibbons and other leaders 
here. It condemned the AFL- 
CIO Executive Board, which 
voted to suspend the Interna- 
tional Teamsters’ Union until 
President-elect James R. Hoffa 
and others are purged from 
leadership. The resolution also 
called the Senate committee a 
“wnion-busting” agency. 

Resolution Published. 


Gibbons said the resolution 
was published in the union's 
newspaper “so everyone in the 
union would have an opportu- 
nity to read it.”

HE JOB AND THE MAN are there if President Eisenhower 
is in earnest about expanding NATO to meet the Soviet 
space-age challenge while keeping American foreign policy | 
on a “single track” at home.

A year and a half ago the 
President created the job and 
it is now vacant. It was the job 
of his personal representative 
and special ambassador to 
NATO. The President described 
the duties of this man in a 
formal, statement which has a 
sad flavor of lost opportunities. 


It said that the appointee 
was to deal with “ways and 
means ...to improve and ex- 
tend NATO co-operation in 
nonmilitary fields and to de- 
velop greater unity within the 
Atlantic community.” The Pres- 
ident also expressed the hope 
that the man chosen could help 
implement bipartisan foreign 
policy. 

Created for George. 


The job was, of course, made 
for the late Walter F. George 
of Georgia, then chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. Through no fault 
'of his own—he was old and 
then showing signs of the fail- 
‘ing health which struck him 
down last August—George did 
almost nothing with it. Since 
August, it has appeared for- 
gotten. 

The man who appears 
tailored for it now is Adlai 
Ewing Stevenson. His prestige 
is almost greater abroad than 
at home; he is spokesman for 
the most influential people of 
his party. His knowledge and 
integrity are axiomatic. 

It can be argued there are 
political risks for the Adminis- 
| tration in thus using Steven- 
'son. There are. He still is an 
| asset to his party; events might 
make him more of one by in- 
cluding an international role. 


Yet his party and Democrats 
‘individually are being asked to

Work Cut Out for NATO 


President Eisenhower's formal announcement 
that he and other heads of government will 
attend the NATO council meeting in Paris Dec. 
16 foreshadows, we hope, a strenuous effort to 
develop the full resources of the Western alli- 
ance as the best possible reply to Sputnik and 
other Soviet gains. 

The President likened the Paris meeting to 
the Panama conference of 1956. That confer- 
ence, as it happens, was an outstanding example 
of the type of international gathering at which 
social ceremony fills the yawning vacuum left 
by the absence of serious work. If the NATO 
meeting is to mean anything it ought to be as 
umlike Panama as possible. The task that con- 
fronts the Western alliance is not one of social 
intercourse. It is one of knitting the separate 
strands of national endeavor into the strong 
fabric of an international conrmunity enterprise. 


So the President was much nearer the mark ' 


when he spoke of consulting congressional lead- 
ers before going to Paris, and of the need for 
sharing defense obligations and information. 
This will be the central problem for the NATO 
conference, as it was for Mr. Eisenhower’s talks 
with Prime Minister Macmillan. Since legisla- 
tion must be enacted if anything is to come of 
the agreement with’ Mr. Macmillan, the Presi- 
dent ought to consider, not only consulting con- 
gressional leaders, but taking some of them 
along to Paris, so that they can share the re- 
sponsibility and understand the need for action. 
. . * 

It is already clear that Congress will approach 
the question of relaxing security rules on nu- 
clear and other defense information with a cold 
and fishy look. Representative Carl T. Durham, 
chairman of the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, confirmed this when he said the present 
law permits ample international co-operation ‘on 
nuclear weapons, and indicated that he would 
not be very warm to the idea of changes unless 
“the security aspects of each nation” the Ad- 


- ministration might wish to pool with had been 


examined. 

The present law in fact does not permit ample 
defense co-operation, in the sense of a division 
of responsibility and a concert of effort. The 
law permits the Defense Department to give 
allies information about the “external charac- 
teristics” of atomic weapons—their size, weight, 
effect and such—but not about their design or 
fabrication. This means that the United States 
and its allies must develop weapons separately 
in isolated compartments, each working along 
the whole range, each duplicating the other's 
mistakes and false leads. 

It was to overcome the manifest disadvantages 
of this compartmentation that the President and 
Mr. Macmillan agreed to combine the energies 
of their two nations. If it is to be truly fruitful 
this will involve, not merely trading a secret fora 
secret, like swapping baseball players, but actu- 
ally dividing up the work. Britain, for exam- 
ple, perhaps should concentrate on developing 
warheads for intermediate range missiles while 
the United States concentrates on long-range 
strategic weapons. This could not be done effi- 
ciently without a complete exchange of infor- 
mation, past, present and future. 

~ . . 

Although there may be some NATO nations 
and some military matters to which this prin- 
ciple cannot be extended, great efforts should 
be made to extend it as far as possible. For 
practical reasons, Congress will have to grant 
the President wide discretion in applying it. 

Nobody proposes to knock down all the 
security barriers. The question is whether un- 
reasonable secrecy as between allies is more 
important than recapturing the scientific and 
technical lead in weapons development as be- 
tween NATO and the Soviet bloc. In view of 
the fact that the lead in some respects has 
passed to the Russians, and that we no longer 
possess the nuclear monopoly we held when the 
atomic energy law was written, the balance now 
tips heavily in favor of allied co-operation. 

It is not now sufficient to clutch to our bosoms 
secrets which may no longer exist. It is the 
secrets of the Russians we have to worry about. 
And the way to match them is to broaden the 
base of our own defense effort. That should be 
the purpose of the December NATO. meeting. 
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Safety Measure for Lambert Field 


It is to be hoped that the Board of Aldermen 
will appreciate the swiftness with which the 
Municipal Airport Commission has moved to 
take over from the Navy the operation and main- 
tenance. of fire fighting and crash facilities at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field. The present excellent 
equipment will be withdrawn when the Navy 
leaves. 

It will be up to the aldermen to approve the 
ordinance the commission is drafting for ap 
propriation of $250,000 to provide new equip 
ment and the personnel to operate it. Since 
the money will come from airport operations 
funds and will be spent for an indispensable 
safety function, there can be no legitimate objec- 
tion. St. Louis cannot afford to be one of the 
few cities with inadequate crash equipment or 
poorly trained crews for operating it. 
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Private Atom: Hands Off 


Private industry will take over completely 
atomic power and other peaceful uses in the 
United States within 10 years, Lewis L. 
Strauss predfcted. —News item 
AEC Chairman Strauss is not only leading 
the country too tardily along the road to atomic 
energy develapment. He is not only missing 
the challenge to lead the power-hungry countries 
of the world in the interest of peaceful prosper- 
ity. If his prediction to the Atomic Industrial 
Forum and the American Nuclear Society means 
anything at all, it means that his eventual desti- 
nation is private monopoly of atomic power. 

That is, in fact, the logic of everything he has 
done as chairman of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission. Adm. Strauss has been willing to sac- 
rifice the all-important considerations of speed 
and international policy in order to follow what 
was for him the overweening consideration of 
Private ownership for atomic power. 

So he, and the commission he controls, have

It would not be a monopoly in the old sense, but 


alone be excluded from helping bring up the 
child? With public and private enterprise working 
in tandem, not only can the monopoly of either 
be prevented, but the whole process can be ex- 
pedited in the interest of our world leadership. 
That is the road down which our, Atomic Energy 
Commission should be going. 


Unanswered on the Meramec , 
A month has elapsed since Gov. Blair con- 
ducted hearings on the proposed Meramec basin 
development plan, without: any further clarifica- 
tion of the situation. The Army Engineers want 
Gov. Blair's dlessing because in 1949 the then 
Governor, Forrest Smith, turned thumbs down 
on the project. At that time public opinion 
appeared predominantly opposed .to the devel- 
opment and Gov. Smith was not convinced the 
dams were necessary for flood control. 


Since then conditions have changed consid- - 


erably. Repeated damaging floods on the Mera- 
mec have impressed mgny Missourians with the: 
desirability of control works. The magnificent 
opportunities which the Meramec offers for a 
water playground have fired some ations. 
In the belief that prevailing pu opinion 
would go along now with the plan, the Army 
Engineers would like Gov. Blair to remove the 
seal of disapproval placed on it by a prede- 
cessor eight years ago. 

After his hearings in September Gov. Blair 
expressed doubt that he possessed authority to 
give an official stamp of approval to the Mera- 
mec project. Fortunately, nothing so formalistic 
or rigid should be required. If the Governor 
merely removed the dead hand of objection, or 
said the project looked pretty good to him, that 
should be sufficient, 

In any event we believe Gov. Blair will not 
be content to allow the matter to continue for 
long in its present indeterminate state, but 
will want to bring it to a definite decision. 
Surely it deserves decisive action, since the out- 
come, one way or the other, will exert so much 
impact on the future of our State. . 
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A Question of Values 

President Pusey of Harvard did something 
worth while when he spoke here in support of 
Harvard's campaign for $82,500,000, the largest 
fund-raising drive yet undertaken by any col- 
lege. He punctured the complacency Americans 
too often feel about higher education. 

A college professor in Russia earns the equiva- 
lent of $18,000 a year, said Mr. Pusey; in this 
country the average is $5400. Russia spends 
roughly the same amount of money for higher 
education as the United States; but it does so 
out of a national product only one-third as 
large. And so Mr. Pusey rightly concluded that 
“the American people are going to have to take 
higher education more seriously,” meaning that 
they will have to spend more money on it. 

As Mr. Pusey would be the first to agree, the 
values of high-quality college education do not 
in any sense arise from our current ideological 
and power rivalry with the Soviet Union. If 
Russia did not exist, we would still need the 
kind of colleges Mr. Pusey stands for. But it 
will not hurt to remind ourselves that with all 
our wealth we are not doing as well in this field 
as the relatively backward Soviets. 
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They Stethoscoped the Giraffe 

It is always gratifying for a layman to be 
admitted to the inner confines and given the 
intimate details of some bizarre medical prob- 
lem. Therefore we were pleased to hear some- 
thing of a team of physicians that visited South 
Africa to learn just how the giraffe pumps 
blood from its heart almost straight up its long 
neck to its distant brain without blacking out. 

The team reported to-the American Heart 
Association convention this week in Chicago 
that the giraffe is simply a hypertensive cow 
pinched into what is a natural G-suit such as 
flyers wear to protect themselves from sudden 
blood surges in dives and pullouts. The tight 
skin controls a blood pressure two or three 
times that of man. The heart's output is equal 
to that of a cow. The blood vessels are thick- 
walled yet elastic. Blood pressure measuring 
instruments were inserted into the blood vessels 
and even the hearts of the giraffes. 

The giraffe has always impressed us as a par- 
ticularly helpless and gentle animal. It is voice- 
less and cannot protest. It is so tall it cannot 
hide. Its eyes are kindly and its color scheme 
is on the placid side. We shudder to think of 
the inoffensive giraffe in the hands of a team 
of inquisitive doctors. 

When the time comes for further medical ex- 
peditions to Africa we wonder if the subjects for 
study could not be, say, the rhinoceros or the 
hippopotamus. They both can roar out a pro- 
test and their eyes glint with a sleepy bellig- 
erency. They both have skin so thick it borders 
on armor plate, are very stolid chaps and appear 
much more durable as experimental subjects 
than a giraffe. We would be interested to hear 
of any attempts to take them into the examining 
room.

From Poison to Purity Pays Many Dividends

The Raritan, in Northern New Jer- 
sey, once a magnificent waterway, 
gradually became choked with the 
refuse of civilization. Into just one 
of the Raritan’s tributaries poured 10,- 
000,000 gallons of incompletely treated 
sewage and waste every day. State 
and municipal health departments is- 
sued stern warnings against going 
near the water. The leaden-gray, life- 
less Raritan was an open sewer. 

About eleven years ago, the state 
sent out strong orders for pollution 
reform. Through the county free- 
holders, the Middlesex County Sewer- 
age Authority was set up with broad 
powers to work out 
a plan.

nine industries, 
about 40,000,000 
gallons of gook a 
day, will start to flow unseen through 
underground pipes. Within a few 
years, more than a hundred million 
gallons of waste will be carried off 
daily and the Raritan will run clean 
again for the first time in half a cen- 
tury. 

Property values have risen near 
the river and the lands along its banks 
are becoming recreational assets. 

Old slum areas in New Brunswick 
are going down and the land is being 
planted to beauty. 

New industries are again coming in, 
bringing payrolls and purchasers. 

Kansas in the last seven years has 
built or contracted for 200 new sew- 
age-treatment plants, and almost all 
rivers in the state are washed clean. 

In Oregon the beautiful Willamette 
river is being cleaned up and salmon 
may some day be running by the mil- 
lions again. 

Even the grimy Ohio river, in our 
industrial heartland, is getting a head- 
to-toe scrubbing. 

The task of fl our waterways 
is a antic one: the United States 
Public Health Service estimates that 
about 16,000 municipal and industrial 
treatment works, costing roughly nine 
billion dollars to construct, are still 


needed. 

But dollars inVested in lessening pol- 
lution must inevitably bring tremen- 
dous benefits.

The Cook County (Illinois) Clean 
Streams Committee four years ago 
decided it had had enough of the 
pollution that was damaging one of 
the county’s top recreational assets— 
the 42,000-acre Forest Preserve Dis- 
trict. 

* Through it flow 125 miles of streams. 
In one area, the filth was so bad that 
a Girl Scout troop, before taking a 
canoe trip, had to be inoculated 
against typhoid. 

Largely through committee efforts 
25 new disposal plants have been 
built and 40 miles of badly befouled 
streams have been greatly improved 
and opened to boating and fishing. 

Clean Streams Committees are 
springing up in neighboring Illinois 
counties. 

How long does it take»to bring a 
poisoned river back to life? For a 
century, Pennsylvania's 110 - mile 
Schuylkill waterway, which traverses 
an area containing a third of the 
state's population and empties into the 
Delaware river at Philadelphia, was 
contaminated. Some ship captains re- 
fused to dock at the port of Philadel- 
phia because of the corrosion. 

A dozen years ago,~Pennsylvania 
decided to rehabilitate the Schuylkill. 
Within two years, the 47 collieries in 
the headwaters, which poured two 
million tons of coal washings into the 
river each year, had installed desilting 
systems, 

Every municipality from Reading 
downsteam along the Schuylkill put up 
a new sewage plant or enlarged old 
ones. 

The city of Philadelphia invested 
$80,000,000 toward abatement of mu- 
nicipal and factory wastes; industries 
in the Philadelphia area spent an ad- 
ditional $40,000,000 to make the scrub- 
bing complete.

Traveling Salesman Story 


SAY YOU NEVER SAW ME, by Arthur 
Nesbitt. (Scribner's, 370 pgs., $3.95.) 
Arthur Nesbitt’s new novel may be 

considered a traveling salesman story 
in the colloquial as well as the literal 
meaning of the expression. It is a raw, 
suggestive account, best told in con- 
fidence, and deals with matters gen- 
erally remote from virtue. 

The traveling salesman acts out his 
role against a succession of dining 
cars, taxis, lonely hotel rooms and 
strange, dim-lit cocktail bars. Of all 
the figures in American life, he is 
perhaps the most neglected in fiction

The Digest indicated the | 
American army should make 
some changes. 

“If the United States Army | 
is to achieve superiority on to- | 
morrow's battlefield, it must | 
look to significant improve- 
ment in its overall effective: | 
ness.’

Spellbinding Touch in 
Documentary Drama

, NEW YORK. 
F THERE'S a trend anywhere in the dramatic field, 
J. is toward the documentary, the actual, the real, 
- “and for the rather surprising reason that it contains 
more shock value than. — a writer can imagine. 
| On TV there have

based on fact that 
were wonderfully in- 
teresting.

Also, the rough surface makes 
brushing the first coat on 
rather difficult.

DON’T USE a good quality 
brush on brickwork because 
the rough texture of the bricks 
will grind down the bristles 
and ruin the brush for other 
painting chores. Use an old 
brush or an inexpensive new 
one. 


Before you paint a fireplace, 
be sure you really want it 
painted for once a coat of 
paint is on the brick, only 
sandblasting will get it off. 


If you like clean natural 
brickwork you can clean a 
dirty fireplace by first wetting 
it down and then scrubbing 
with stiff brush and a gritty 
cleaning compound. Rinse and 
let dry and then apply boiled 
linseed oil which restores the 
deep color to the brick and 
makes future cleaning easier. 
If the fireplace is very dirty, 
however, painting it about the 
only sure remedy to get a 
clean surface. Remove loose 
dirt before you paint. 

Stone and masonry block 
fireplaces can be painted as 
easily as those of brick and 
this is a good thing because 
trying to get them clean can 
be pretty uphill work.

Broadway | Man-Size Job for a New Man in Town 


Campbell G. Murphy Tackling Complex Task as Social Planning Council Executive Director

HE new man arrivéd in 
T town to take over his job 

three weeks ago. The 
knotty problems tossed into his 
lap almost immediately in- 
cluded such ones as how to 
take care of the growing group 
of old people, how to handle 
problems of integration in 
changing neighborhoods, how 
to effect co-operation between 
social agencies in the city and 
those in the surrounding met- 
ropolitan area from East St. 
Louis to St. Charles. It might 
all come under the heading of, 
“And you think you've got 
troubles?” 

The new man, Campbell G. 
Murphy, a round-faced, ener- 
getic, let’s-talk-sense individ- 
ual, looks like just the person 
for the job, which is that of 
executive director of the Social 
Planning Council. Now the 
Social Planning Council is the 
co-ordinating body for more 
than 175 agencies with 32 
board members, a staff of 30, 
and $170,000 in funds from the 
United Fund annually, but lo- 
cal citizens are divided between 
those who know the organiza- 
tion down to its last sub-com- 
mittee and those who are only 
vaguely aware of its existence. 
Murphy hopes that before he's 
been here very long, people 
will be much more aware of 
what the council does. Though 
his job looms big, he’s hoping 
it will be even bigger.

‘6 NE of the things that 
Q hit me right off,” said 
Murphy as he sat at 

his desk at the 505 North 
Seventh street office, “‘is the 
fact that the Social Planning 
Council is set up to work 
with St. Louts city and St. 
Louis county agencies and not 
for the whole metropolitan 
area. Recently Edwin J. Putz- 
ell Jr., council president, told 


the press of the need for an 
expanded agency to deal with 


bi-state ‘metropolitan prob- 
lems. I have told the staff the 
same thing. 


“It’s not a question of im- 
posing ourselves on anyone. 
It’s a question of planning on 
a broader basis. It may add as 
many as half a million people 
to the area but it seems to me 
if the council is going to be 
effective it’s going to have to 
deal with the whole service 


area. 

“Another noticeable prob- 
lem here is the population in- 
crease, especially that of the 
non-white population. In 1950 
the city had 18 per cent non- 
white population and now has 
over 25 per cent. Non-white 
groups for the most part have 
lower education and income 
levels and this creates greater 
pressure on social services un- 
til their education and income 
levels are raised, It creates a 
financial problem for the city 
because they’re less able to 
pay taxes, yet will need more 
services. 

“Another thing needed here 
is community planning on the 
neighborhood level. There are 
29 existing neighborhood coun- 
cils set up by citizens in the

Reading to children is some- 
thing like telling them a story. 
Many factors are concerned 
and have to be carefully ob- 
served. First, the story must 
be suited to the tastes and the 
understanding of the listening 
child. That requires some 
knowledge of the child, his in- 
terests, his span of attention 
and his state of mind. An 
8-year-old child usually has a 
short span of attention; that 
means the story for him must 
be short and to the point. All 
children want action in their 
stories. Something must be 
happening every minute. The 
story must move fast which 
means that there must be very 
little description, very little 
moralizing.

TO READ WELL to chil- 
dren, the reader must first 
study the story to make cer- 
tain it is suitable for the au- 
dience. 

It is not necessary to read 
every word of the story; the 
reader should go through it, 
select the important para- 
graphs—the ones that are the 
heart of the story—mark them, 
then read aloud what remains 
to make certain that the tale 
holds together, telling its story 
rapidly and with enough drama 
to hold the audience.

It looks as though he has two 
chances to make game. He 
could try the finesse of the 
club queen and if that failed, 
he could finesse the nine of 
spades, making game if the 
spade 10 were with East. 


But to avoid the risk of los- 
ing both finesses and going 
down, declarer chooses a third 
play—an endplay—and this is 
sure to succeed. 

Declarer takes the opening 
lead with the diamond king, 
draws trumps, leads a diamond 
to the ace and ruffs a diamond. 
He re-enters dummy with a 
trump and ruffs the last dia- 
mond, removing this suit as an 
exit for the defense. Next he 
eliminates the clubs also by 
playing out the ace and queen.

lined collar or stock. In hot 
weather it became very uncom- 
fortable and was finally elimi- 
nated in 1875—but not before 
it had given the sailors a 
handy weapon in the not-so- 
lighthearted badinage which 
took place whenever marine 
and sailor met off duty. 
- * 

THE SAILORS contended 
that “leatherneck” really 
meant a neck long unwashed. 
Indeed, they coined “leather- 
neck wash” and “marine swash” 
to describe a method of wash- 
ing one’s face without taking 
one’s shirt off. 

By now the phrase “‘leather- 
neck” has become a prideful 
label among our United States 
Marines, with all thought of 
the derogatory implications of 
its original use long forgotten. 

Interestingly enough, the 
term “leatherhead” once 
played an important role in 
our American slang. During 
the nineteenth century watch- 
men and policemen were often 
called leatherheads — ap- 
parently from the fact that 
the “men of the watch’—the 


earliest policemen in many 
towns and cities—often wore 
leather hats. The term 
“leatherhead” was once also 
used as a nickname for natives 
¢f Pennsylvania—though no 
one now seems able to recall 
jthe reason.

I realized that I had been stupid, and I was sorry. 
People who have made great strides toward modernizing 
their country, and at great cost, don’t want to be reminded 
of stoves—which to me seem picturesque because I don't 
have to live with them.

AFTER DINNER our hostess tried in vain to persuade 
the Russian ladies to sit down. They thanked her politely, 
but they remained standing. We discovered that they were 
waiting for the top-ranking member of their group to 
accept a chair. Communist or not, they followed the pro- 
tocol of the “ancient regime.” There was nothing palsy- 
walsy about the doctors. Their manners were friendly 
but not familiar. 

I can imagine the impatience of some reader. “You 
spent an evening with six Russians, and you talked about 
dachshunds and stoves! Why didn’t you find out about 
Zhukov? Are they planning to attack us? What did they 
think about capitalism after seeing our country?” 

I don’t know what they thought about anything. It 
would have been useless to probe. I really felt very drawn 
to them. But I remembered what Amiel had written 
about Russian women in 1856, that even in their harmless 
whims one felt a somber stubbornness, a primitive ferocity, 
a cold and unconquerable will which would blow up the 
world rather than yield. “Blow up the world”—what a 
phrase to select 100 years ago! : 

Amiel added that the Russians would be redoubtable 
masters if ever they spread the thick night of their dom- 
ination over the southern countries. They would bring a 
polar despotism, a tyranny such as the world has never 
known, silent as shadow, cutting as ice, unfeeling as 
bronze, with the cold brilliance of snow. : 

Was Amiel a prophet? Let us hope so, for he con- 
cluded that time would ripen and mature these children
